I. Claims 1-26, 67-96, and 104-1 14, drawn to machine implemented method for 
deriving a sequence of at last a portion of an oligomer from mass spectrum data of 
fragments of said oligomer, classified in class 702, subclass 19. 

II. Claims 27-52, drawn to machine-readable medium containing executable 
computer program instructions, classified in class 702, subclass 19. 

III. Claims 53-66, drawn to method for processing noise in a mass spectrum data of a 
fragmented oligomer, classified in class 702, subclass 19. 

IV. Claims 97-103, drawn to method for preparing mass spectrum data to extract 
specific ions of interest, classified in class 436, subclass 94. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

3. Inventions I-IV are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that they are 
not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of operation, different 
functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In the instant case the different 
inventions are all drawn to different methods, which are comprised of different method steps and 
result in different end products. 

4. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, and/or have acquired a 
separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper. 
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5. In the event that the invention of Group I is elected, the following election of patentably- 
distinct species is applied. 

6. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of 
the claimed invention:
